The vast offensive movement of the 
allies, proclaimed yesterday from Paris 
as in progress, seems to have been re- 
pulsed by the Germans at every point 
of contact. “Unexpected difficulties,” 
says the Paris war office, have forced 
the French and British armies to re- 
treat to their covering positions. 

This means that the allies ate now 
at the first line of French fortresses 
along the Belgian frontier—Lille, Valen- 
ciennes, Maubeuge, Hiron, Roeroi. Se- 
dan, and Montmedy; and that the great 
battle centering at Charleroi has been 
won by Germany.

BRUSSELS, Aug. 21 [Friday], via London, 
Aug. 24.—This is the second day of the passing of 
the German troops through Brussels. 

It was 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon when the 
troops of the invader began the descent of the 
half mile slope of the Boulevard du Jardin Botan- 
ique, which leads into the heart of the northern 
end of the lower town and their march continued 
without interruption until midnight. Then there 
was a brief lull, but at sunrise the awakening 
Brussels again looked out on the amazing and ter- 
rible spectacle. 

The troops are moving in close order through the 
city. Hour after hour thousands upon thousands 
have passed and there-is no end in sight. It seema 
not an army but a host. a 


Ramble of Wagons Shakes All. 

The broad boulevard trembles with the rumbling 
artillery and wagon traing coming at a half trot 
from the eastern heights commanded by the Rue 
Royale. 

As a spectacle it is more tremendous than mag- 
nificent, for the soldiers are garbed in the most 
sedate colors. The dominant note Is a gray that 
recalls the old confederate gray, but does not con- 
tain so much blue. 

It is the vastness of the picture and its note of 
terrific power that captures the imagination and 
crushes down the spirit rather than any theatrical 
element of bright color or flashing arms. 

The troops in passing march within a stone's 
throw of the house where the Duchess of Rich- 
mond ball was given on the night before Waterloo. 

The German officers wear gloves, and the Brus- 
sels police at the street corners wear white gloves. 


Equipped in Every Detail. 

This invading army seems a mighty engine and 
it moves mot spectacularly, but with the precision 
of a machine. Its equipment is the wonder of the 
thousands who line both sides of the boulevards, 
and among those thousands are many experts who 
speak as pemon- authority... 

From a patent bruke that comes down with the 
force and precision of a triphammer to ingeniots 
drinking vessels constructed on the principle of a 
Thermos bottle, the army appears to have every 
thing essehtial to the well being of the troops and 
to know where and how instantly to lay its hand 
on what is required. 

This morning the military postoffice had estab- 
lished itself on the sunny side of the Place Rogier 
and was receiving from each company as it passed 
the square bundles of postcards addressed to the 
wives and sweethearts back home. 


Children Play Near Troops. 


Brussels at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon pulled 
down its blinds. Today all that tension is assuaged, 
and as the infantry, cavalry and artillery and bag- 
gage trains stream down the boulevard the chil- 
dren are playing diabolo under the trees not twenty 
feet away. 

Yesterday persons desiring to cross the boule- 

vard while the troops were passing did not dare 
to make the effort; today they wait until there is 
a twelve foot space between the gun carriages and 
eross at their ease. 
Women who are peddling the postal cards run 
alongside the artillerymen on the gun carriages, 
holding up their wares. An artilleryman reaches 
into his pocket, brings out a leather purse and 
drops the coins into the outstretched hand of the 
vendor. 

In all these details the Germans are maintaining 
a policy of absolute scrupulousness, Yesterday aft- 
ernoon they paid for the Brussels newspapers, but 
today there are no newspapers. 


Germans Pay for Everything. 

Last evening the Germans eating and drinking 
in the restaurants added liberal tips to the amount 
of their bills and always they are smiling. A group

Military Clerks Hard at Work. 


This is the first time since the days.of Napoleon 
that the Brussels city hall has been occupied by 
an enemy. The German aides and secretaries are 
working there under the heroic fresco which bears 
the words, “O, virgin of peace, defend us from 
pestilence, famine and war.” , 

It is one of history’s most poignant ironies that 
the German military e * ng gray blbütes, 
are working as methodically in the ancient palace 
ot the municipality as if they had been there a 
year. 

It is intensely characteristic of the German mili- 
tary system that every German officer has a leather 
and celluloid case of maps of the Belgian country- 
side hanging at his belt. 

All of the German uniforms seen in Brussels 
are a peculiar yellowish gray, that, at a distance of 
a quarter of a mile, is almost indistingulsha ble. 
Its color seems somehow to evaporate into the at- 
mosphere. This is considered by experts to be the 
result of long and careful experiments. 


Germans on Way to Mons. 

Meanwhile the German troops still are passing 
down the Boulevard du Jardin Botanique. Perfect 
order continues to prevail as the far carrying orders 
of the German officers are heard across the whole 
Place Rogier from the boulevard along which the 
troops are descending. 

The common report is that the Germans are 
moving through Brussels to Mons, thirty-eight 
miles to the southwest, where they expect to en- 
counter the French army.

FRENCH CABINET MEETS. 

PARIS, Aug. 25, 3 a. m.—The mili- 
tary situation was discussed at a spe- 
cial meeting of the cabinet at Elysée 
palace last night presided over by Pres- 
ident Poincaré. The deliberations 
lasted three hours. 

A bulletin issued during yesterday 
afternoon previous to the reception of 
the news of the reverses to the allies 
said: 

“The general engagement continues 
today with desperation. Already both 
sides have suffered serious losses. 

“ Our armies had resolutely taken the 
offensive between the Moselle and Mons, 
in Belgium. A general battle is now 
being fought in Upper Alsace upon the 
Vosges mountains, and along the River 
Meurthe.

Nancy is the capital of Muerthe and 
Moselle, thirty-five miles south of Metz, 
on the left bank of the River Muerthe. 
It is about ten miles from the German 
frontier.

BRUSSELS, Aug. 19.—(Via London, 
Aug. 24.)—Peasants are flocking into 
Brussels today from the villages and 
farms in the neighborhood of the ancient 
university city of Louvain, which is onty 
eighteen, miles east of the capital. 
Men, women, and children are in these 
little groups of refugees. They are 
weary and they wander forlornly across 
the wide Place Derogien when they have 
emerged from the traing which have 
brought them into the Garde du Nord on 
the north side of the place. But Brus- 
sels remains calm. 

In the quiet streets of the suburbe on 
the east and south one encounters hastily 
constructed intrenchments and barri- 
cades, and on the bridges which span 
the railway crossing in these suburbs 
small cannon have been mounted and 
they are protected by breastworks of 
meal sacks and mattresses, 

ROYAL FAMILY IN ANTWERP. 
On the platform of dozens of suburb- 
an stations soldiers slept on their arms 
last night, but Brussels remains calm. 
The royal family and the government 
have been transferred to Antwerp, forty- 
five minutes by train to the north of 
Brussels, because it would require a 
force of nearly 300,000 men to reduce 
Antwerp by siege and more than a year 
to reduce it by starvation. 

For fifty years it has been the caleu- 
lation thatt in Antwerp the Belgian 
army should make its last stand in the 
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the coming of the enemy into their neigh- 
borhood, One was advised in such a 
case to remain within doors and close 
the windows so that nobobdy could say 
there had been any provocation 

If the soldiers occupy a house or an 
isolated hamlet for their defense there, 
civilians are warned to get out, so that 
no one can say that the civilians had 
fired upon the enemy. 
In the last paragraph of the wa-ning 
it was explicitly borne in upon the civil- 
ian that the laws of war mean precisely 
what they say. The paragraph reads: 
“An act of violence committed by a 
single citizen would be a veritable crime 
which the law punishes with arrest and 
condemnation, for it would serve as a 
pretext for a sanguinary repression, for 
pillage, and for the massacre of the in- 
nocent.“ 
Having read that paragraph with 
grave nods, Brussels ordered another 
demi-tasse with cognac, sipped it re- 
flectively, and remained calm. 


SEY DARKENED BY SMOKE. 
All the garde civique, or militia, of 
Brussels, which was guarding the 
streets, has been sent to the front. and 
its place is taken here by detachments 
of the garde civique from Ghent. 

The day has worn on, and with its 
waning came grave reports of a steady 
German advance. This afternoon they 
are at Louvain, and the northern sky is 
dark with the smoke of burning villages. 
The country roads are choked with peas- 
ants making their way toward the city. 
One of the correspondents comes in, 
weary and dusty, from the countryside 
and tells me of a fleeing peasant whom 
he saw carrying five umbrellas under his 
arm while he looked back on a burning 
village. Another was carrying the pet 
canary in its cage. 

HEROIC SPIRIT IW MESSAGES. 
One of the standard but leisurely 
evening papers of Bruasels does an al 
most unprecedented thing and gets out 
an extra. It contains the burgomas- 
ter’s latest proclamation of warning to 
the citizens on the laws of war and 
the duties of noncombatants.

Italy, pushing mobilization of its army, 
is reported to be awaiting the result of 
this engagement of the main armies of 


triumph, Italy is expected to accede to the 
influences exerted by Great Britain and 
France to induce it to repudiate the triple 
alliance and join the allies. The nome 
@ate mission of Italy, in that event, would | 
be to attack Austria, with whom it al- 
ready has clashed over the terms ot the 
triple alliance. 


Italy Spurns Alliance. 

Italy has shown its repugnance to aid- 
ing Germany and Austria, though they 
have called upon it to fulfill its compact 
as they construe it. Italy has responded 
that theirs is a defensive alliance only 
and is void in this conflict because Ger- 
many and Austria are waging an 8 
gressive war. 

If the Germans wim the battle Great 
Britain and France will utter a loud call 
for more help in their undertaking of 
whipping the kaiser, and Italy is counted 
on to respond with alacrity. 

If the allies win the big battle they will 
feel that they need no more help at pres- 
ent, and Italy will make no move. A 
decisive defeat of the Germans on the 
French border, with the Russians wip- 
ning im the northeast, would indicate an 
early termination of the war and other 
nations would hold their fire. 

A signal victory for the Germans, how- 
ever, would mean a prolongation of the 
conflict and a scattering of the war brands 
throughout the remnant of Europe, which 
so far has not become involved. ’ 


Turks Try to Stir Up War. 

An ollicial diepatch to the sale depart- 
ment today described the efforts of Tur- 
key to bring the Balkan states into the 
struggle. A Turkish official, it was 
stated, has been in Bucharest several 
days endeavoring to induce King Charlies 
to declare war on Russia as the ally of 
Germany and Austria. Turkey promised 
to join Roumania in this move. 

Turkey apparently has not received 
much encouragement from Roumania. 
Officials here are inclined to think that 
if King Charlies gets into the war it will 
be on the side of Russia, whose influence 
is strong at Bucharest. 

It is regarded as possible that Rou- 
mania in exchange for assistance might 
receive from Russia a slice of Bessarabia, 
which is inhabited largely by Rou- 
manians. 

Roumania would be interested also in 
wrestling from Austria-Hungary a part 
or all of Transytvania, the population of 
which is preponderantly Roumaaian. 


Turks Seek Old Possession. 

Turkey is interested chiefly in regaining 
some at least of the hinterland of which 
it was deprived by the recent Balkan war. 
if Turkey should declare war om Russia. 
Bulgaria would be likely to fly to arms 
on the side of the triple entente, though 
it is ill prepared to do so ag a result of its 
exhausting struggie of two years ago. It 
is reported that there are still 200,000 
vounded Bulgarian soldiers in the hos- 
pitals. If Bulgarta fights it would devote 
its attention almost exclusively to Tur- 
key. 

If Turkey takes the war path Greece 

will be sure to join the struggle under the 
banner of the entente. The fact is that 
on entirely mdependent war between 
Greece and Turkey is likely to be precipi- 
tated at any moment. Reports from the 
rear east picture a menacing state of af - 
fairs.

CROWN PRINCE 


ALLIES RELYING 
ON SUCCESS OF 
FRENCH DEFENSE 


Plan to Let Germans Reach 
First Line of Forts 
Held Wise Move. 


BY A MILITARY EXPERT. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. [Special.] 
— While shrouded in mystery as far as 
America is concerned, the main points of 
movement of the German, Austrian, and 
allied armies are quite apparent to the 
military student. 


Ir the first piace, the great Germanad- 
varce is sweeping forward with its center 
of gravity about Longwy and its front 
extending practically from Metz to Sedan. 
The central mass undoubtedly has at 
least nine corps of between 45,000. and 
do co men. This movement is directed 
straight against the main French left 
wing, which is somewhere around Reims. 
All other operations are subordinate to 
thie main movement. 

Thc German column moving through’ 
Belgium and consisting of some five corps 
and probably 30,000 cavalry is designed 
tc ecver the main advances on the right 
nenk This will deal with the Belgian 
arm, still in the field, with the three 
British corps, and what French troops re- 
main on the fortified line of Lille-Mau- 
bege. 

Third Germany Army Near Metz. 

South of Metz there appears to be one 
army of three or four corps covering the 
area from Metz to the Vosges mountains. 
it is this German army that the French 
army operating on the offensive between 
Toul and Epinal in the direction of Sarre- 
burg ran into and was driven back by. 

South of the Vosges mountains there is 
at least one German army corps and 
prc bably three Austrian corps in the area 
with Strasburg as a base. All of these 
can be quickly shifted to reinforce the 
e-ntra: German mass, as there are plenty 
of railways available for that operation. 

The French concentration probably has 
taken place with its left on, Reims: or 
Lacn. Whether a serious Offensive was 
undertaken into Lorraine in the direction | 
of Ssarburt is a question, although a 
central advance in that direction would 
turn the main German army. 

France Plays Waiting Game. 

It is probable that the French would pot 


chance to get whatever forces she had 
available on to the continent and into the 
position where they would do the most 
good. The French then wisely have taken 
the defensive along their own frontier op- 
posite Belgium and have intrenched and 
strengthened their position to the great- 
cet possible extent. 

The British troops have been brought 
up probably to the vicinity of Maubeuge, 
which is the Intrenched camp at the 
southern end of the Lille-Maubeuge de- 
tense area. At this place they will be 
erabled to exert their maximum effect 
against the flank of the right German 
column. They are not expected to be of 
much effect, however, as the Germans 
bave provided for this contingency by 
having a greatly superior number of 
u oops in that vicinity. 

The strategical advance guards of both 
forces are now in strong contact and 
have been so for the last two or three 
days. 


French Defense Put to Test. 

It may take a week for the present ad- 
vance guard actions to be terminated be- 
fore the actual contact of the main armies 
takes place. If the French are not able 
to hold the German advance for that | 
length of time their chances for success | 
in a battle around or north of Reims will 
be comparatively small. 

A great point is being made in the Huro- 
pean prese of Russian success in East 
Prussia. While hard fighting may have 
occurred in that area. a study of the Ger- 
men frontier in that theater will show 
what terrible disadvantages Russia labors 
under in offensive operations against East 
Prussia. 

An advance by Russia in that direction 
will not becc me @sngerous to Germany 
until the Vietula river has been crossed 
and the line of the Oder attacked. Should 
this be done by Russia her forces would 
be exposed to pretty nearly certain anni- 
hilation at the hands of the Germans and 
Austrians. 

The affairs in the Balkans and on Aus- 
tria's Russian frontier on the east have 
not developed anything approaching a 
decizion and will not for some time. The 
forces engaged against Servia at pres- 
ent are small, when compared to thote in 
the other theaters of war, and probably 
consist of two corpse and several reserve 
divisions. 


CZAR HAS GIVEN POLES 
INDEPENDENCE, REPORT. 
German Envoy to U. 8. Says They 


Have Set Up Own Rule at War- 
saw—All Russians Withdrawn. 


New York, Aug. 24.—Count Johann von 
Bernatorff, Germar ambassador to the 
United States, anrounced today that his 
government had Leen informed that Rus- 
sian civil and military authorities had 
withdrawn from Pcland and that the 
Poles had set up an independent govern- 
ment with Warsaw as its capital. 

Count von Berastorft left Berlin on 
Aug. 11. At that time, he said, the Ger- 
man government: had reports that not 
a Russian soldier had been left in Poland. 
This report, Count von Bernstorff added, 
was general throughout Berlin.

BILL FOR NATION 
TO OWN VESSELS 

GIVEN TO HOUSE 
Measure Challenges-Private 


Firms to Show Ability 
fo Handle Traffic. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 24.—[Special. } 
~The administration bill for goverrmen, 
ownership of vessels engaged in foreign 
commerce was introduced into the house 
late this aftetnoon by Representative 
Alexander of Missouri. : 

The measure is a direct challenge to the 
shipping interesta of this country to prove 
that they are capable of handiing Amer- 
ican business. If they accept the challenge 
and perform the work, the government’ 
corporation is not likely to become active 
in Buropean and Asiatic fields. 

The ‘measure, however, is absolutely 
unlimited in its scope and leaves the way 
open for the government to enter the 
shipping business wherever it becomes 
apparent that .the private iines are not 
capable of carrying the trade or are over- 
charging Aniprican exporters. 


Object Stated in Preamble. 

The object of the bill, as stated in the 
preamble, is to provide for the purchase, 
equipment, mainténance and operation of 
merchant vessels plying between the At- 
lantic. Pacific and gulf ports of the United 
States and ports of Central and South 
America and elsewhefe to meet the e- 
quirements: of foreign commerce. 

A shipping board; comprised of the 
president, the secretary of the treasury, 
the secretary of commerce, and the post- 
master general is authorized to form a 
company with an initial capital stock of 
$10,000,000. The government is ordered 
to subscribe 51 per cent of this capital and 
the company is to start business as son 
as it ia subscribed. The remainder of the 
stock, in shares of $100 each, is to be 
offered for sale to the general public. 


Board to Purchase Ships. 

The government company, ‘however, 
is not limited to a capital of $10,000,000, 
but is empowered, whenever conditions 
demand to increase that capital with the 


approval of the shipping board. The 


r must subscribe 51 per cent 
of each additional issue of stock. 

The purchase of the vessels will be made 
by the shipping board, which is ordered 
to turn them over to the corporation. The 
atter, in payment, will give the govern- 
ment 4 per cent gold bonds covering the 
exact cost price of thé vessels. 

There is still danger of foreign compli- 
cations over the avowed intention of.the 
administration to enter the Buropean and 
Asta tio trades if, the private lines do not 
handle them properiy. France; it is un- 
derstood, will refuse to permit any vessels 
which flew the German flag, prior to the 
present war to dock at her ports if flying 
the American flag now. England is ex- 
pected to follow France in this course. 


Seamen’s Bill Up Today. 

For the purpose of paving the way for 
the manning of the vessels purchased by 
the government, as well as those pur- 
chased by private interests under the 
new registry law, the house tomorrow will 
consider the seamen’s bill, which passed 
the senate.last October. The bill has been 
materially amended by the house mer- 
mant marine committee. Under a special 
rule it will be considered tomorrow with 
only two hours’ debate. 

The war risk insurance bill, which was 
held up in the house on Saturday by 
Minority Leader Mann, was not brought 
up today. It is expected to be called up 
following the disposition of the seamen's 
bill. The administration leaders have in- 
formed all callers that they intend to 
force the passage of the war risk measure, 
which they regard as supplementary to 
the law -opening Ameriean registry to 
foreign built vessels. _ 


Three Companies Accept Registry. 

The United States Steel corporation, the 
Standard Oil company, and the United 
Fruit company have notified the gov- 
ernment of their intention to put their 
‘fleéts under the American flag, under the 
néw law extending home registry to for- 
eign built craft. 

The decisions of thege three corpore- 
tions will give nearly 100 steamships, 
with a gross tonnage of about 400,000, as 
a nueleus of a new American merchant 
marins.

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REPUBLICS MINUSCASH? 


ot are the export trade opportunities in 


Latin ‘America really what they are al- 
| leged to be? 


The seeming variance of opinion about 
the South American republics as golden 
fields for the exploitation of American 
/manufactures has caused numerous in- 
Auiries to be sent to Tun TRIBUNE. 

The communication of a Wisconsin 
company quoted the opinion of a New 
York commission house that the outlook 
‘ie anything but bright. The commis- 


son firm had failed to dispose of any 


of the product of the Wisconsin factory 
in Brasil and the Argentine. E. N. Hur- 
ley dnd John M. Glenn, officials of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association, who 
headed the delegation of manufacturers 
to South America last winter, replied 
that conditions are unstable at present. 
but that manufacturers of the country 
have an opportunity which will not come 
again. 

| Business at Standstill. 

Quoting from the letter of the New York 
firm: 

Candidly, we are not at all surprised that we 
are without any business from either of the 
South American republics, where we operate 
extensively. If you knew conditions as we do 
you would not be surprised either. 

Seuth America is in a deadlock. There is 
no such thing as business. Theonly thing they 
are taking is foodstuffs, and even this they find 
difficulty in obtaining. 

They have hot money to pay their bills. Even 
if they had it is almost impossibie to obtain 
transportation. If transportation were open it 
would be next to impossible to ship because of 
the exhorbitant rates fer war risks now pre- 
vailing. 

The trouble with the average American man- 
ufacturer is that he is ignorant of foreign eon- 
ditions. Two or three weeks ago they were 
ali crying for war, stating this would be one of 
our greatest opportunities. We are as much 
at war as the Buropean nations themselves. 
Fortunately we are not apilling any blood, but 
we assure you that all merchants engaged in 
foreign trade . . . ete sweating died. 

And the outlook is anything but bright. Bu- 
rope frst will have to stop fighting and after 
thie some good samaritan will have to pour 
miilfons of dollars into South American repub- 
lics in order to help them out of their predica- 
ment. 


Hurley Criticises Letter. 

This opinion was put up to Mr. Hur- 
ley. He expressed the opinion that the 
product of the Wisconsin factory was not 
marketable in South America, and that 
the’ failure of the commission house to 
sell the goods was blamed to general con- 
diticna, g 

“ Business houses which argue with 
themselves cannot succeed in South 
America,” said he. We are fighting a 
commercial battle down there. Surely 
it is no easy matter to break into the ex- 
rort field. It will take time. In the strife 
we are going to lose a man or a firm or 
two, and feelings and purses are going to 
be weunded. But we are lined up for 
South American business, and the best 
men among us are going to get it. 


Must Get Acquainted. 

The typical business man's opinion of 
the southern trade is that with the 
mailing of catalogues he will get the busi- 
ness by return mail. To be sure, the cus- 
tomers won't buy much at first. But 
salesmen must get acquainted with their 
purchasers." 

Mr. Glenn declared the South American 
republics could not stay financially em- 
barrassed for any great length of time. 
The harvesting of the enormous wheat 
and corn crops and the profits’ of the 
cattle industry will bring a return tonor- 
mal conditions, he said. 

The Illinois Manufacturers’ association 
has announced it will translate any form 
letters for South American trade into 
Spanish for its members.

Tears, This advice came from the great 
Metchnikoff of the Pasteur institute, who 
said that they contained a sugar which 
killed an old age bacillus. 

It says: It has been e that 
carrots form part of the daily food at 
Vichy, and the chefs of the big hotelsare 
inventing recipes to satisfy the taste of 
the moment. Cressy soup, as everybody 
knows, is but mashed carrots diluted with 
milk, and at the fashionable gatherings 
in the Bois de Boulogne restaurants Fri- 
day evening there is scarcely a table 
where this soup is not served.“ 

No two recipes for Crécy, or Cressy, 
soup agree. Sometimes carrots, onions, 
and celery to flavor are gently fried, 
cooked in stock, mashed and thinned with 
milk or stock. Plain steamed mashed 
carrots may be used, and glazed carrots 
always make a successful soup, as they 
do a fine vegetable, and garnish. 

Carrot Purée.—Boill one pint of water 
and slice into it enough carrots to cook 
well covered. Add a little salt, two table- 
spoons of sugar and two ounces of but- 
ter. Cook until the liquid is nearly ail 
absorbed, mash, and thin to taste with 
milk or meat stock.

Both are known in Chicago. The cap- 
tain introduced himself in financial cir- 
cles here at the bankers’ convention last 
epring when he tendered a worthless 
creck in leu of a card. Mrs. Collins has 
beer: a frequent veitior at the home of an 
aunt on the north side. In fact, Miss 
Vheeler fled from her aunt's home here 
on one occasion with the intention of 
eloping with Capt. Collins, but was inter- 
rupted by detectives employed by her 
father, who found her at the T. W. C. A. 
in Harrisbyrg, Pa. 


Weathers Stormy Cruise. 

In his last romance, Capt. Collins 
weathered as rough sailing as he had dur- 
ing his previous stormy career. The 
Captain has heft various dtiles under 
emough clouds to augur stormy going for 
years to come. 

The son of a wealthy English pubtiaher, 
Collins was educated at Eton and served 
in the Boer war in the Queen's Own Cam- 
eron Hig of which King George 
is colonel. He returned to Bngiand and 
boasted of owing London money lenders 
more than £50,000. He left the army 
under a cloud, it was seid, and later left 
Cairo, Mot. as a result of a financial 
transaction that wasn't exactly ethical.

States. He created a furore at Newport. 
He thought no more of borrowing a few 
thousand dollars from August Beimont, 
Reggie Vanderbilt, or Jay Gould than he 
did of paying his debts.
